well known merchant was a household 
•word.and now that be is gone the peo- 
ple who knew him will realize more 
clearly than ever before how well he 
filled the important position he held. 
The loss to .he town and county can- 
not be estimated. His death at this 
time is ineffably sad. Just when he 
was about to reap the reward of a 
score of years' patient, unremitting 
toil tbe diadem which crowned a suc- 
cessful business career is dashed to 
pieces. The handsome brick building 
the deceased was erecting will likely 
6e completed by Thanksgiving- Day, 
and Mr. Barnett expected to move his 
extensive stock of goods into the new 
store at that time. But alas! he was 
not permitted to see the fulfilment of 
his plans. 
Of an active, nervous dis- 


position, he was never idle, and while 
superintending the construction of the 
new building he could not refrain from 
working. While thus engaged about 
nine weeks ago he contracted a cold 
which subsequently caused his death. 
A courageous man, he fearlessly corn- 
batted the disease which had taken 
hold of him and kept on his feet until 
two weeks before he died. Even after 
he was prostrated he did not give up, 
and in the unequal struggle he was 
aided by eminent physicians and de- 
voted sisters, whose trembling hands 
were strengthened by love as they ad- 
ministered to his wants. But medical 
skill and tender nursing were unavail- 
ing. 
Death was triumphant. 
Mr. 


Barnett breathed his last at his home 
on Pitt street a few minutes before 
nine o'clock Monday night. 


H. A. Barnett may appropriately be 


termed the merchant prince of Bedford. 
During the thirteen years he was in 
business for himself he was remarka- 
bly successful. 
People from the city 


who patronized him while they were 
stopping at the Springs were surprised 
to find such an excellent stock and 
such a skilfully conducted store here. 
A master mind was directingtheaffdi- s 
of the establishment. 
Deeply inter- 


ested in his work, Mr. Barnett was the 
first to reach the stoie in the morning 
and the last to leave it at night. He 
w»s honest, alert and polite. He made 
a study of his customers' wants and 
supplied them promptly and satisfac- 
torily. He commanded the respect of 
his rivals by his manly methods. He 
never made a disparaging remark 
about his fellow-merchants. 


Those who knew H. A. Baruett 


best admired him most. 
Busy as he 


invariably was, he frequently found 
time tospend a pleasant half bcur or 
so with a friend. In his hon>o life 
especially he appeared to good advan- 
tage, being always courteous and gen- 
tle in his manner. 


Henry Augustus Barnett was a son 


of Henry S. and Catherine Baruett and 
was born at Hancock, Md., in 1S53 
The family is related to the late Roger 
B. Taney, chief justice of the United 
States. 
Mr. Barnett worked on his 


father's farm and attended the public 
schools until thirteen years of age 
when he accepted a clerkship in the 
dry goods store of his uncle, A. B. 
Taney, of Hancock, Md. Five years 
later he entered the employ of J. T. 
Broiderick & Co., whoeonducted a gen- 
eral merchandise store at Hancock. 
He remained with this firm until it 
was dissolved, several years after he 
went to work for it, and then became 
a clerk in John M. Hedding's gen- 
eral store at Hancock. In June, 1S74 
the deceased came to Bedford anc 
clerked for Abraham Covalt and Hed 
ding and Covalt, vnth tbe exception o: 
about two years—from March, 1S76, to 
June, 1378, during which time he con 
ducted a store at Hancock—until 18S6 
In March of that year he opened a gen 
eral merchandise store in the Uecker 
man block and rapidly forged to th< 
front. 


He is survived by two sisters and ; 


brother, namely, Mrs. D. T. Baxter, o 
Turtle Creek; Miss Lou Barnett, a 
home, and Mr. E. A. Barnett, of Bed 
ford.

Absalom Kesler, an aged and well- 


to-do farmer living at Kesler's Curve, 
W. Va , and his hired man, Albert 
Gross, were terribly beaten and Kesler's 
house was burned the other night. It 
is presumed the object was robbery, as 
Mr. Kessler was in the habit of carry- 
ing a considerable amount of money on 
his person and was known to have 
money hidden around his premises. 
Kesler died Friday afternoon and the 
charred remains of Ann Doman, who 
kept house for him, were found in the 
ruins. 


After fighting for two years to es- 


cape his fate, Millionaire William 
Bradbury was taken to the county jail 
in San Francisco, Cal., on Wednes lay 
to serve a 24 hour sentence for spitting 
on the Soor of a street car. Mr, Brad- 
bury was tried and convicted many 
months ago and sentenced to 24 hours 
in jail. He appealed to the superior 
court, and the judgment waa affirmed. 
When Mr. Bradbury was arraigned 
for sentence on Wednesday Judge 
Tread well committed him to the coun- 
ty jail without ths alternative of a 
fine. This was a test case, which was 
watched with great interest. 


United States Senator George Well- 


ington on Monday resigned the chair- 
manship of the Maryland Republican 
state central committee and in doing 
so made a bitter attack on Governor 
Lowndes, of Maryland, accusing him 
of treachery in attempting to destroy 
Wellington's political future. 
At the 


Republican county convention held in 
Cumberland on Tuesday there was a 
fierce factional fight; pandemonium 
reigned and it was necessary to call in 
the police to restore order. As a re- 
sult of the bargains and combinations 
made at the convention James E.

Four true bills of indictment have 


been returned 
by the grand jury 


against William Henry Hastings, a 
brother of former Governor Daniel H 
Hastings, three charging him with 
fraudulently making written instru- 
ments, and one with obtaining money 
by false pretenses. The alleged fraud- 
ulent instruments were papers pur- 
porting to be invoices for goods ship- 
ped by the Hastings Truss company, of 
which the defendant was president, to 
Australian firms. It is alleged that on 
the strength of the papers, which were 
bogus, Hastings obtained $5,000 from 
the Third National bank, of Philadel- 
phia. According to the indictments, 
the defendant is confined at Moya- 
mensing prison in default of $15,000 
bail. 


THE MACHINE AND TRUSTS. 


Candidate Creagy Claimi-the Former Pos- 


ters the Latter. 


In a, speech at Strondsburg Tuesday 


evening Democratic Candidate for 
State Treasurer * William T. Creasy 
said in part: 


"The Republican machine has en- 


couraged the formation of trusts in 
this state and afterward protected 
them by legislation. Over 2,500 for- 
eign corporations are permitted to do 
business here without paying one cent 
of a bonus, and then are given greater 
privileges than our own people. Char- 
ters are taken out in the state of New 
Jersey and elsewhere, and they como 
over here and, without paying a bonus 
or a tax of any kind, form a trust that 
is a menace to the industrial interests 
of our own state. Every time an ef- 
fort was made to place a just tax on 
these corporations the machine came 
to the rescue and the people were 
baffled. Trusts by the score are doing 
business in Peunsylvania and not pay- 
ing tax. 


"Governor Stone, Senator Penrose 


and ex-Senator Andrews, the oracles 
of the Republican machine in Penn- 
sylvania, do not see any alarm in the 
increase of trusts or combinations and 
are advising their people not to make 
them a political issue. Why ? Because 
the work of the machine has been in 
the interests of trusts at the expense 
of the people. 


"Have you heard how a bill was 


changed after passing the legislature ? 
How the word 'excluding' was changed 
to 'including' and entirely changing 
the bill ? This, I have been told, was 
the work of a member of the machine. 
The governor signed the bill, then 
afterward vetoed the law. Just what 
his constitutional rights are I do not 
know and under this administration it 
is hard to tell where we are at. 


"The Democratic platform is plain 


on this issue and cannot be miscon- 
strued when it says we are opposed to 
all combinations of capital calculated 
to produce monopoly or restrain trade 
as being inconsistent with the spirit 
of free institutions, and if their es- 
tablishment cannot be constitutional, 
we hold that they should be so regu- 
lated and limited by proper legislation 
that individual effort and opportunity 
shall not be impaired. The platform 
of the machine Republicans is silent 
on this question, and well it has been 
said by one of the great Republican 
newspapers in Philadelphia that 'the 
trusts have the machine solidly.' 


"The only combination that should 


be encouraged at this time is one of 
the people, and a great big one, which 
will rise in its might and smash the 
machine, which has for years filched 
from the people their money and then 
squandered it either in extravagance 
or for its own gain. 


"Time and time again they have 


been shown by men prominent in 
political affairs and by the public 
press that there exists a combination 
of treasury looters who have control 
of the state government, and that this 
gang are enriching themselves with 
the state's money, but, notwithstand- 
ing, the people go along year after 
yea'* as if nothing unusual was occur- 
ring and by their votes and voices 
continue the treasury ring in power. 
It surely cannot be that a majority of 
the citizens of this grand old common- 
wealth indorse the present condition 
of affairs."

Flirt of Hit Speech Before the Convention 


In Chicago. 


At the conference recently held in 


Chicago to discuss trusts Hon. W. .1. 
Bryan was one of the principal speak- 
ers. DC spoke in part as follows: 


"Within two years more trusts have 


been organized than in the previous 
history of the country, and the people 
come face to face with this question : 
•Is the trust a blessing or a curse ? If 
a curse, what remedy can be applied 
to the curse ?' 


"Monopoly in private hands is inde- 


fensible from any standpoint, and in- 
tolerable. I do not divide monopolies. 
There can be no good monopoly in pri- 
vate hands until the Almighty sends 
us angels to preside over us. 


"There may be a despot who is bet- 


ter than any other despot, but there is 
no good despotism. The defense of 
the monopoly is always placed on the 
ground that if yon will allow people 
to control the market and fix the price 
they will be good to the people who 
puichase of them. 


"The entire defense of the trusts 


rests upon a money argument. If the 
trusts will sell an article for a dollar 
less than the article will cost under 
other conditions, in the opinion of 
»ome, that prove" 
trust to be a good 


thing. In the fir, o place, I deny that 
under a monopoly the price will be re- 
duced. In the second place, if under 
a monopoly the price is reduced, the 
objections to a monopoly from other 
standpoints far outweigh the financial 
advantage that the trust would bring. 


"When a branch of industry is en- 


tirely in the hands of one great monop- 
oly so that every skilled man in that 
industry has to go to the one man for 
employment, that one man will fix 
wages as he pleases, and the laboring 
man will then share the suffering with 
the man who sells the raw materials. 


"I want to warn you that when the 


monopoly has absolute control brains 
will be at a discount. We have not 
had yet a taste of a complete trust,but 
when the trust has rid itself of all 
competitors, what is going to be the 
result ? My friends, all you have to

Cartoonists occasionally picture Miss 
Canada as being very cold and forlorn 
and as knocking at the door of Uncle 
Sam's domain for admission. It makes 
quite a pretty picture and tends to in- 
crease our self-satisfaction at fhe idea 
that we can extend comfort to the lady 
with the frosty nose and the toboggan 
blanket. 


Certain of our orators also indulge 


in declarations that sound very well 
and read very well about the arms of 
Uncle Sam being wide open to welcome 
Canada. They even go so far as to say, 
not only that Canada is welcome cr 
that Canada desires to come in, hut 
that Canada in the course of time must 
come in. 


Miss Canada, instead of being puny, 


cold and miserable, is a buxom, self- 
governing and self-maintaining lady 
who owns nearly half a million square 
miles more, exclusive of Alaska, than 
her southern would-be protector. We 
will grant that some of it is cold and 
unproductive on the extreme northern 
border and the eastern border, but if 
we throw aside the geographies of 
twenty-five years ago it will bensces- 
sary to concede that the map of Canada 
has been remaking just as extensively 
as the map of Africa. The northwestern 
territory of Canada, for instance, in- 
stead of being a barren stretch of land, 
is productive in the extreme and is 
capable of providing food stuffs for 
fifty millions of people. The land of 
Ontario, Quebec, Nova Scotia, New 
Brunswick, Prince Edward island is 
acre for acre as suitable for maintain- 
ing a population, as is the land in 
any other portion of the temperate 
zones. Enormous possibilities are be- 
fore British Columbia because of its 


Governor Bushnell, of Ohio, has

been committed, nevertheless. Gen- 
eral Otis caused young Hoon to be 
arrested and thrown into jail. 


lie directed that he be tried, and 


under his supervision the boy was con- 
victed, dishonorably discharged and 
sentenced to a term of one year in 
Bilibid prison, where he is now in- 
carcerated 
Tbe prisoner managed 


surreptitiously to get a letter address- 
ed to his father to the outside of the 
prison, and it was smuggled into the 
tniiils by a sympathizing comrade.

that I suggest is this : Xnat congress 
should pass a law providing that no 
corporation organized in any state 
should do business outside of the state 
in which it is organized until it receives 
from some power created by congress 
a license authorizing it to do business 
outside of its own state. Now, if the 
corporation must come to this body 
created by congress to secure permis- 
sion to do business outside the state, 
then that license can be granted upon 
conditions which will, in the first place, 
prevent the watering of stock; in the 
second place, prevent monopoly in any 
branch of business; and, third, provide 
for publicity as to all of the transac- 
tions and business of the corporation. 


"If this is unconstitutional, and so 


delared by the supreme court, I am in 
favor of an amendment to the consti- 
tution that will give to congress power 
to destroy every trust in the country.

agriculture, its fruit growing and its 
timber. So far, therefore, as keeping 
the wolf from the door is concerned, 
Miss Canada needs little of our sym- 
pathy and certainly does not ask for it. 
But it may truly be said that neither 
man nor woman nor nation lives by 
bread alone and modern civilization 
creates so many necessities in the way 
of manufactured goods that a purely 
agricultural country will gravitate to- 
ward a manufacturing 
country in 


order to exchange products. 


It is at this point that the cartoon- 


ists and the orators are a little apt to

thinking of Miss Canada as she was 
fifteen or twenty years ago. She is 
learning very rapidly to manufacture 
what she needs and thus to be largely 
independent. In 1368 her imports were 
816,000,000 more than her exports; even 
as late as 1SS8 the balance was still 
against her.but in 1398 she exported 
$28,000,000 more of goods than she im- 
ported. Whatever feature of her life 
we look at we shall find similar evi- 
dence of increase in strength. The ton- 
nage of her shipping has doubled in 
thirty years and increased 35 per cent, 
in four years. In thirty years her rail- 
road mileage has increased from 2,278 
to 16,718 miles and the tonnage carried 
in 1898 was nearly 29,000,000 tons, one- 
third more than in 1895. Life insur- 
ance has grown in nineteen years from 
$36,000,000 to 8369,000,000, and savings 
bank deposits have increased from 
something over 54,000,000 in 1868 to 
nearly $66,000,000 in 1393, Iron and 
steel industry is being rapidly develop- 
ed in Cape Breton, while at the other 
end of the dominion tbe choicest min- 
eral areas of British Columbia are also 
being opened up. Everywhere facto- 
ries are working to their capacity and 
many of them are increasing their ca- 
pacity. The tendency is for employ- 
ers to look for men and not men to look 
for employers. Her cities show quite 
as marked an improvement in the last 
one hundred years as even the most 
progressive cities in the United States; 
some of them being models of all that 
a city should be in architecture and mu- 
nicipal management.

of the mother in order to perform po- 
litical marriage with ourselves. Every 
day sees that become a remoter possi- 
bility and every day sees an increase 
in Canada's internal str»ngth.

consoled ourselves with vBgue ideas 
that it would be wise to annex a terri- 
tory larger than our own, it will per- 
haps now be well to dismiss the idea 
altogether from our minds. It takes 
two to make a bargain and at the cru- 
cial moment Canada will be found un- 
willing. A powerful neighbor is des- 
tined to develop on our northern fron- 
tier with a rapidity even greater than 
that 
which we have enjoyed. It

He who 
knew him better than any man living or 
dead, who was trusted by him, as no 
other man was trusted, tells us that 
the extent of his benefactions will 
never be known. The full sum will 
amount to millions of dollars and he Hooray ! 
literally obeyed the mandate of never 
letting his left hand know what his 
right hand did. He was eminently a 
just man, but ever leaning to the side 
of mercy; in bis whole life there is but 
one instance that savored of harsh- 
ness or wrong, and that 
instance 


would hardly serve as an illustration 
of a uniform and perfect life. His son 
loved a lady of whom his father dis- 
approved and when his son informed 
him that he intended to marry her the 
father 
forbid the bans. 
The son 


rebelled and the wedding took place, 
and from that time until a week be- 
fore his death they never met. Cor- 
nelius Vanderbilt, Jr., had invented 
something that would be an improve- 
ment to locomotives on the road. The 
father was so proud of his son's 
achievement that he sent for him to 
consult as to his invention. 
What 


transpired at that meeting was only 
known to the father and son and a few 
of the most intimate friends of the 
family. But as the young man de- 
parted with a smiling face it was 
evident that the meeting had ended in 
an "entente cordial." 
lie never saw 


his father again until after his death. 


Cornelius 
Vauderbilt's 
sympathy 


with labor was shown by his acts. 
As soon as he got an office in the 
New York 
Central railroad be set 


himself to work to understand that 
which was to be the business of his 
life and be never stopped until his 
work was completed and he understood 
the business in all of its parts as well 
as any man employed on the road.. Jso 
autocrat was this hundred millionaire, 
his sympathies were with labor; he 
knew the inevitable decree that some 
must labor and some mnst rule, and 
on the 
baraiony 
that 
exists be- 


twaen capital and 
labor 
depends 


its failure or success. 
He knew as 


well as any living man that to make 
the laborer contented you must bring 
happiness to his home and in that 
home he must see the evidences of re- 
ward for his daily labor—cleanliness 
and order everywhere, a picture on 
the wall, a bit of bright carpet on the 
floor, & few good books upon the table, 
a smiling wife and happy children. 
This Cornelius Vande>-bilt desired him 
to have and to that end the corpora- 
tions ruled by him gave to the em- 
ployees the highest wages and the 
shortest hours of work. 
In traveling 


up and down his road he observed 
closely the conditions of his employee'; 
he saw them after long runs wander 
wearily about the depot and shops; 
their homes were too far away to go to 
in the interval of three or four hours, 
when they must start on the road again. 
He saw to perform their work well 
they must have all possible rest. 


After a careful investigation he re- 


solved that his employees should have 
a home of their own near the depot in 
New York, a house with every modern 
convenience and comfort; there the 
railroad man, worn and weary, could 
obtain a room to rest in without cost. 
There is a reading room and restaurant 
where he could be served cheaply and 
this great boon Mr. Vanderbilt placed 
at the service of his men. At intervals 
not far apart similar 
houses were 


erected along the road at the cost of 
more than a million of dollars and the 
evidence of his work was seen in the 
kindly feeling existing between employ- 
er and employee. 
Some men thought 


him harsh, but they were mistaken, 
for akinder heart never beat in human 
breast, and it was the work which he 
dedicated to the use of labor that 
brought him to un untimely grave. 
Liberal to a fault with all men, he was 
the most exacting on himself. The 
Hon. Channcey M. Depew gives us the 
kev to this great man's unhappy and 
untimely death. 
Every moment of bis 


time was marked out and mapped from 
the time he arose in the morning, until 
worn out and exhausted, he laid down 
to sleep and found rest from his exact- 
ing work. 
Never was man more me- 


thodical in the administration of his 
work and nothing angered him more 
than to be disappointed in meetings. 
One day only a few weeks ago a friend 
asked him how many hours a day he 
usually worked. He replied: 
"Till 


my work is done." 
That time never 


came. 
A man of quick and nervous 


fiber, sleep brought him little rest; the 
overwrought brain refused to respond 
to his demand and the weary hand 
dropped 
nerveless by his side; its 


work was nearly ended and the tired 
traveler waited for the summons that 
tells him bis earthly work is ended and 
the hour of bis deliverance is near. 


Sorrow, -fith scalding tears, reigns 


in the house of Vanderbilt. 
All that 


was mortal of him lies in that palatial 
mansion, with surroundings worthy of 
a king, but it is not in that noble 
palace alone that grief at his death is 
felt. Go down to the homes ol the 
poor, where poverty dwells in suffering 
and want. It is there that the dead 


pulseless, there he lies, no richer than 
the poor pauper who lies in Potter's 
Field, but in that other land, where 
rich and poor alike kneel at the throne 
of mercy, a crowd of witnesses will 
gather round him to testify to his 
glorious work on earth, and that the 
talent entrusted to his care had multi- 
plied many million times, and he can 
t>-nly say "I have fought the good fight 
and fear no danger; though I walk 
through the valley of the shadow of 
death I fear no evil, for Thou art near 
me, Thy rod and Thy staff shall com- 
fort- me." 
Then shall be heard the 


voice swelling above the mighty chorus 
of welcome, "Well done, well done, 
thou good and faithful servant; enter 
into the joy of thy Lord." 


But hark ! The solemn bell in the 


old church tower tolls the hour of 
twelve, as it has done each Sabbath 
night for a hundred years. What of 
the night, what of the night, watch- 


man; 
what of the night? Back over

ORCHARD EQUIPMENT. 


A I,lalit Tlirnc LcKKcrt T/ndder and 


Other Little Con veriicii'ijeH. 


"Gathering and marketing the crop 


is an important part of the fruit busi- 
ness. Of what avail is it to plant, cul- 
tivate, fertilize, pnmu and thin and 
thcu spoil the result by wrong han- 
dling at picking tium," asks American 
Cordoning in preface to the following 
suggestions: 


There are many little conveniences 


that should lie a part of the orchard 
equipment— good ladders, picking bas- 
kets, carrying straps, etc., are all im- 
portant items. 


In the peach orchards here light lad- 


ders with three legs are used instead 
of the ordinary stepladders with four 
legs, as they stand steadier on uneven 
or soft ground. Several sizes are used, 
according to the age of the trees. 


Our picking baskets are round, light 


affairs, with (luring tops, holding about 
n peck. 
A ring on each side of the 


basket permits of the carrying strap 
being quickly fastened or unfastened 
by clip hooks at each end. The strap 
goes over the picker's shoulders and 
is adjusted so that the basket hangs at 
the waist. 
This arrangement leaves 


the hands and arms free to work with, 
and a picker thus equipped will do far 
more work in a day than if lie had to 
balance a basket on the top step or 
carry it in his hand. Not only will he 
accomplish more, but there will be less 
danger from tipped over baskets and 
the bruises and loss thus occasioned. 


A stone boat or low wagon should 


follow the pickers, with a supply of 
empty picking baskets. Then the pick- 
er has simply to step down from his 
ladder and exchange his full basket 
for an empty one— unhook one and 
"hook on" to the other, thus saving 
steps, time and bruises. 


Choice fruit should be- handled as 


little as possible, and pouring from one 
basket to another or into the wagon is 
poor economy. 
Haul to the packing 


shed and pack directly from the pick- 
Ing baskets into the desired shipping 
package, and then there is little chance 
of injury through handling.

Wliilo the Etlara cheese is a familiar 


visitor OD the table not every 
one 


knows whence It conies nor how its 
cannou ball proportions and s«iy col- 
oring have been achieved. The north- 
ern part of Holland is the sent of the 
Edam cheese industry, and the conse- 
quent cleanliness of the relish is there- 
fore doubly assured. 


In making it the fresh cow's mill; is 


carefully strained and the rennet add- 
ed. As soon as the mill; curdles the 
whoy Is drawn off. and the curd, thor- 
oughly kneaded, is pressed into mold^. 
This process is repeated until the whey 
has all been extracted and the curd Is 
comparatively dry. It is then wrapped 
In a lineu cloth nml kept for 10 or 12 
days until quite solid. Then the cloth 
is removed and the cheese pnt into 
salt lye. 
Afterward a little more dry 


salt Is sprinkled ou the cliccse until 
the maker thinks it is salt enough to 
insure its keeping. 


It is next pnt into a vessel and wash- 


ed with whey and scraped to remove 
the white crust. It is next carried in- 
to a cool room and laid on shelves, 
where it is frequently turned. 
The 


ripening process lasts from two to 
three months, the round balls grow- 
ing the line yellow or reddish color 
peculiar to Edam cheese. The cheeses 
intended to lie exported to this coun- 
try are rendered still more brilliant by 
dyeing the rind with a vegetable dye.— 
New York Tribune. 


THE YORK IMPERIAL APPLE. 


land and Delaware. In Kansas it is 
growing ra popularity. A speaker bo- 
fore the last Kansas state horticultural 
meeting said: "The York imperial is 
new to many of us because of its late 
sudden popularity. It has been sent to 
Europe, holding its own with the Mis- 
souri pippin and others. It is large, 
a good keeper and growers always 
aecrn pleased witli It. It seems to be 
growing popular." 


York Imperial is sometimes listed in 


catalogues as Johnson's Fine Winter 
and in its native county sometimes re- 
ferred to as the Bhep apple, &hep be- 
ing a word of tlie Pennsylvania Ger- 
man having reference to the oblique 
shape of the fruit. The tree is a vigor- 
ous grower, with slender, drooping 
branches, after the manner of Ben 
Davis. It comes into bearing at four 
years from planting and bears regular- 
ly and heavily. The foliage and fruit 
are remarkably free from scab. 


The fruit is of medium size, skin yel- 


low and almost wholly covered with 
two shades of red, flesh yellow, juicy, 
h'rm, subacid, season late winter. A 
good shipper, bringing high prices.

ClictiTtiliers For PIclclCH. 


Pickled cucumbers are sold by count, 


and the small ones are generally pre- 
ferred. Hence close picking and fre- 
quent picking, so as to prevent any 
from growing too large, is necessary 
to secure large crops, says American 
Cultivator. 
Sometimes, 
however, a 


stray cucumber will hide under the 
leaves until it has almost ripened its 
seeds. It is astonishing how this less- 
ens the yield of the vine. Yet it is not 
to be wondered at, for tbe perfection of 
seed in almost all plants exhausts their 
vitality very rapidly. The cucumber 
vines should he handled carefully, so 
as not to loosen the roots which some1 


of them send into the soil from the 
joints. These are great helps to the 
vine. If tile vine is turned up to see 
what is under it, some of these side 
rootlets will be destroyed. 


HORSELESS CARRIAGES. 


BITcct They Will Hnve on the Pnve- 


itietttN of li:t-> future. 


In view of the wirle development in 


the form and Iftrge increase in the num- 
ber of horseless carriages which is now 
looted for, the effect produced by the 
general "use of motor vehicles upon the 
problems of street paving, maintenance 
and cleaning is now being attentively 
considered, says the St. Lonig Globe- 
Democrat. The municipal engineer ad- 
mits that at present the effect of the 
horse's hoof on paved surfaces is one of 
the most serious difficulties by which 
he is confronted. If an effectual method 
of destroying our streets were desired, 
it wonld be hard to devise anything 
better than the hammering, cutting, 
twisting and grinding of the hoofs of a 
horse's feet 


A ponderous draft horse, for instance, 


weighing cloae to a ton, with loot shod 
with heavy, sharp cornered iron plates 
as a traction base, pounding, denting 
and scraping from morning till night, 
is a most efficient engine of destruction. 
This factor necessarily affects all pav- 
ing construction. It is the only justifi- 
cation of the granite block pavement, 
with all its variations. Asphalt, paving 
brick and the other modern pavements 
are greatly modified by the necessity of 
guarding against the debtrnctive action 
of the horse's hoof. 


The repairs required by the modern 


pavement are due to this cause even 
ranch more than to the iron tired wagon 
wheels, with their angular edges. The 
hardest granite blocks grind off until 
too uneven for use and mnst be resur- 
faced with asphalt or relaid. 
Paving 


brick is apt to go to pieces suddenly, 
especially where there is the slightest 
softness. 
Under the pounding of the 


feet of the horse macadam streets and 
roads are maintained in tolerable con- 
dition only by dint of closest attention 
and repairing, and the same destructive 
agency finds out all the weak spots in 
the asphalt. 


T. Conyngton, in discussing the sub- 


ject, even anticipates the possible legal 
prohibition of horses on our business 
streets. He regards as an early develop- 
ment the abolition of granite and stone 
blocks in all their forms. Paving brick 
may be laid on lighter foundations and 
with greater 
smoothness. 
Asphalt, 


above all, will be the predominant pave- 
ment, perlia-ps more lightly laid and at 
less cost; macadam and gravel rolled as 
smooth as possible will remarkably 
promote ease of travel, and even an or- 


WILD HORSES-MUST GO. 


Cattlemen and Sheepmen .Monopoliz- 


ing:. Water-anil PiLHtiirutfe. 


Gradually, but 
surely, the great 


herds of range horses on the interior 
plains of Washing;! on, Idaho and Mon- 
tana are being driven to the wall. Sev- 
eral causes are work-lug together to 
depopulate tlie bunch grass ranges of 
the vast herds of wild horses that have 
hitherto roamed there. Briefly stated, 
Bays the San Francisco 
Chronicle, 


these causes are the increased demand 
for irrigable lands by settlers and the 
purchase or lease, followed by fencing, 
of great areas of range lands by cattle- 
men and sheepmen. 
The latter are 


swiftly fencing in the springs, creeks 
and ponds that form the water sources 
which are vital to 
range Industry. 


These facts denote a new era in the de- 
velopment of western sheep and cattle 
raising, increasing production and put- 
ting the industry on a more solid basis. 
It cuds the indiscriminate pasturage 
of cattle, sheep and horses over 1m- 
ineuse areas of the northwestern states. 
It means the confining of the cattle 
and sheep to lands that can be acquir- 
ed, fenced aud made more productive 
aud the general extinction of the 
horses. The latter are being moved off 
the ranges by tlie tens of thousands. 
Those left are forced to eke out a pre- 
carious existence ou the dry pasture 
lands left by the cattle and sheep herd- 
era, 
where they may die of thirst In 


the summer or starve to death In tb'e 
winter, with no one to mourn their 
end. 


While the cattle and sheep men have 


in effect combined against their com- 
mon enemy, tlie range horses, It is no 
less true that cattlemen look askance 
at the steadily increasing numbers of 
sheep pastured in the open range conn- 
try. For, while the natural increase of 
tlie bands of sheep is rapid, tens of 
thousands more have been moved to 
the northwest from California. The 
sheep are profitable from the first year, 
since the two principal crops, lambs 
and wool, coining In May and June, are 
salable within the fiscal year, while the 
herds of cattle must be maintained 
three or four years before profitable re- 
turns are possible. 
It Is due to this 


fact that cattlemen commenced pur- 
chasing and fencing the range lauds 
several years ago, and the sheepmen, 
as a matter of self protection, have fol- 
lowed suit. The need and demands of 
the sheepmen for wider pasturage have 
caused the industry and its custom of 
occupying the open ranges to be offi- 
cially recognized by the United States 
government in its measures for polic- 
ing and protecting the great forestry 
reserves recently set apart in Washing- 
ton and Oregon. 
The government's 


primary object is to prevent forest 
lires, which greatly Injure the water- 
sheds. On condition that they use the 
utmost precaution to prevent any fires, 
tho sheepmen are permitted to drive 
their bands Into the rich pasture lands 
on the mountain slopes of these re- 
serves. 
The forest supervisors have 


divided the reserves into districts for 
the various bands, the limits being 
marked by streams, ridges and other 
natural boundaries. 
Se\cral million 


sheep will be pastured in the reserves 
of Washington alone this summer. 
While sheep are high In price the In- 
dustry will continue to flourish, and in 
any event for many years to come im- 
mense bauds of cattle and sheep will 
no doubt continue to occupy the great 
northwestern ranges. 


Care of IloKo. 


Fatten the hogs before the mercury 


drops to zero. Better start in August, 
even if a little grain must be bought 
until tho corn is ripe. It will pay. The 
weather for the next three months is, 
as a rule, moderate. If hogs are fed as 
much as their stomachs can digest and 
utilize, about 35 per cent is first used 
for heat and body energy in temperate 
weather.

for heat and energy. This will depend 
much upon the age aud condition of 
the animal.

Corn is the principal 
one for the solid ration. Shorts, bran, 
cottonseed meal are very good for the 
protein they contain, and a small por- 
tion of rye will fatten rapidly If-fed 
aright.

Country roads can be made far more 


useful and attractive than they usually 
are, and this may be secured by the 
expenditure of only a small amount of 
labor and money. 
Although such im- 


provements are not necessary, they 
make the surroundings attractive and 
inviting and add to the value of prop- 
erty and the pleasure of the traveler. 


Not only should brush and weefls be 


removed from tbe roadside, but grass 
should be sown, trees planted and a side 
path or walk be prepared for the use of 
women, children and other pedestrians 
going to and coming from church, 
school and places of business and amuse- 
ment. 


If trees are planted alongside the 


road, they should be far enough back to 
admit the wind and sun. Most strong 
growing trees are apt to extend their 
roots tinder the gutters and even be- 
neath the roadway if they are planted 
too close to the roadside. Even if they 
be planted at a safo distance those vari- 
eties should he selected which send their 
roots downward rather than horizontal- 
ly. The most useful and beautiful tree 
corresponding with these requirements 
is the chestnut, while certain varieties 
of the pe<ir, cherry and mulberry an- 
swer the same purpose. Where there is 
no danger of roots damaging the sub- 
drainage or the substructure of the road 
some other favorite varieties would be 
elms, rock maples, horse chestnuts, 
beeches, pinea and cedars. 
Climate, 


variety of species selected and good 
judgment will determine the distance 
between such trees. Elms should be 30 
feet apart, while the less spreading 
varieties need not be so far. The trnnka 
should be trimmed to a considerable 
height, so as to admit the sun and ail. 
Fruit trees are planted along the road- 
sides in Germany and Switzerland, 
while mulberry trees may be Been along 
the roads in France, serving the two- 
fold purpose of food for silkworms and 
shade. If some of our many varieties of 
useful, 
fruitful 
and beautiful trees 


were planted along the roads in this 
country and if some means could be de- 
vised for protecting the product, enough 
revenue could be derived therefrom to 
pay for the maintenance of the road 
along which they throw their grateful 
sliuile. 


Peed at least an hour apart.

advocate giving the feeds separately, 
but one directly after the other. This 
Is a safe rule for hogs which are not 
being fattened, but for hogs which are 
to be fed to their full capacity the 
practice is wrong. If hogs are giveu 
their flll of some feed, then slop imme- 
diately afterward, they can drink but 
very little slop without overloading 
their stomachs and causing disordered 
stomachs for a few days.

but give care as though it were thu 
horse, and If attended thus it will re- 
turn the greater profit of the two.—Cor.

The Qucenslancler conteads that, fed- 


eration or no federation, Queensland is 
destined to he the gi'cnt beef raising 
sectlou of the Australasian group. In 
1SOT she possessed 8.080,000 cattle, or 
ahotit half the number in the whole of 
Australasia. It Is true that, In conse- 
quence of drought and the tick pest, the 
cattle number half a million less than 
they did two years a«o, but correspond- 
ing losses have occurred In other colo- 
(iles. 
But that federation would Im- 


mensely stimulate cattle breeding In 
Queensland there Is no doubt, as It 
would sweep away duties OD cattle 
varying iu the different colonies from 
20 shillings to 40 shillings a herd. 


Alnmlninni Horseshoes, 


Russian military authorities have for 


some time past made an effort to em- 
ploy aluminium In place of iron, copper 
and steel for articles of equipment car- 
ried by infantry iu order to reduce the 
weight as much as possible. With the 
same object tbe Russian minister of 
war has ordered aluminium horseshoes 
for the cavalry. The first trial Is he- 
Ing made by the Finland dragoons, 
and the horses are shod as follows: A 
shoe of the new aluminium model is 
placed on one foot, the three remaining 
shoes being of the kind now iu use. 
The trial' so far has been satisfactory, 
for the aluminium wears out less rapid- 
ly and is less affected by mud and 
moisture than the ordinary slice. The 
difference in weight is about 2'/<. ounces 
on each shoe. The cost is not greater 
than at present and will be less as soon 
as .the system of manufacturing the 
new shoe has been perfected.

CurlonltleB In the Mosenro of a Clock 


Muktne Village. 


In the town of Kc-hrainber? in the 


Black Po.-ubt diitik-l c'f Wurttcmherg, 
Oermany, where one of the chief In- 
dustries is clock milking, there has 
recently been eshibli.-liiHl 1111 interest- 
ing museum of timc'iiicros. The col- 
lection displays the gradual develop- 
ment In the making of clocks for many 
centuries. 


Among the curiosites .ire many of 


great historical value. 
There Is an 


alarm clock constnicted in the jrcar 
1GSO for the use of travelers. 
In form 


It resembles a lantern and the interior 
Is designed to hold a lighted candle. 
The candle is slowly pushed forward 
by a spring, which also controls the 
mechanism of the clock. A little pair 
of shears clip the wick of the caudle 
automatically every minnti1 to reirulatc 
Its light. The In-ntciii is inclosed with 
movable pliiies. so that thr sleupi-r is 
uut at flrst disturbed lij the presence 
of light. 


The alarm is set by insisting a peg 


in the ii'cujd dial plnti1. When the 
required horn anhes. the alarm is 
sounded an,I at tin1' Ham,' time the 
mot able sll<U-s fall, lioodlng the room 
with light. 


Among the curiosities is a Japanese 


saw clock. The clock Itself produces 
the motive powei 
liv descending a 


saw formed strip of metal. tlit> teeth of 
which operate the v, !<eel of the clock- 
work. In auotlie! .I.i|hinese clock the 
bund Is attached to a weight, which 
sinks once in 1M hours. The time is in 
dicated by a hand on the perpendicular 
scale.—Chicago Times ITeraki.

Some Journal. "The 1900 contingent 
argue that, of course, the new century 
begins with its numeral date and go 
on to figure out very deftly that with 
the last day of the year ISO!) the hun- 
dred years will have run their course. 
They argue that if the first year ended 
with December 31 of the year one, the 
nineteen hundredth 
year must, of 


course, end with December 31, 1800, 
and that the first day of January, 1900, 
is, therefore, the first day of the new 
century. And, curiously enough, this 
latter figure is correct, but only in a 
numeral sense. 
These statisticians 


overlook one very important fact, how- 
ever: that it requires oae hundred 
years to make a century, and it calls 
for no expert mathematician to figure 
i t ou t that the full hundred yea rs of the 
nineteenth century will not have ruD-
